2. By breeding all sows and gilts 
for early spring litters 

3. By saving all fall pigs through 
proper care during winter, pro- 
viding them dry, warm beds 

4. Save hogs from disease 

5. Provide pastures and grazing 
crops for sows and pigs 

6. Prevent cholera by the serum inoculation 

7. Kill lice by using crude oil, fuel oil, or coal tar dips 

8. Prevent worms by using the following charcoal mixture: Charcoal, 1 gallon; hardwood ashes, 1 gallon; salt, 

1 pound; air-slacked lime, 1 pound; sulphur, 1 pound; copperas, 1 pound
